This Soviet threat may be

Editor Compares 
Free, Muzzled Press 


War is being waged in every 
corner of. the earth between 
ignorance and knowledge, Sand- 
ham Graves, editor of the Daily 
Colonist, told a Tuesday meeting 
of the Victoria Kiwanis Club. One 
of the most important weapons 
being used in this. war is the 
press; he said. 

Mr. Graves noted there were 
two distinct types of newspapers 
“In this country we believe in 
a free and responsible press that 
presents all sides of an issue 
Its aim is to print true facts, 
There are, however, at least 
seven nations where the press 
is controlled, and muzzled,” the 
speaker said 

A controlled press controls the 
mind of its reader, he pointed 
out A free press merely pre 
sents facts on which its reader 
can base an opinion of his own 


A free mind is the greatest of | _ 


our God-given qualities With 
this freedom a man can think 
what he likes, say what he likes 
and do what he likes so long as 
he does not trespass on the free- 
dom of another,” Mr. Graves 
said. “A free press is freedom 
of man himself.” 

The speaker said there Is a 

great need for a free and re 
sponsible press for the whole 
world It was noted that the 
| International Conference of Free 
dom of Information, a sub-com 
mitte of the United Nations, is 
now at work to establish such 
a press. Mr. Graves said many 
Canadians are at work with the 
committee doing preliminary 
work on the project 
world press, he nail. would bring 
about a better understanding be 
tween peoples of all nations
